LONDON, March 11—(fl>—Prime 
Minister Chamberlain. 
reporting 
to the house' of commons on the 
week end settlement of the Brit- 
ish-Italian coal dispute, declared 
today "it may be hoped that the 
way now has been re-opened for 
resumption of trade talks to the 
mutral 
advantage 
of 
the 
two 
countries." 


Asked whether Britain had been 
able to arrange to supply more' 
coal to Italy now, the prime min- 
ister said "that no doubt will be. 
the subject of further discussions." 


Britain had embargoed exports 


of German coal to Italy. 
The 
Rome 
government 
protested 
roughly. 


Britain's reply was to seize Ital- 
ian ships which left Netherlands 
ports with German coal. • Then 
Saturday night camp sudden an- 
nouncement of settlement, with 
Britain releasing 13 Italian ships 
loaded with German coal which 
she had held at her contraband 
control point, and Italy agreeing 
not to send any more ships to 
Rotterdam for German coal. 


Lessen War on Neutral Shipping. 


OSLO, March 11.—</P)—The news- 


paper Aftenposten said today it 
had 'learned that Germany had 
agreed to a policy which will les- 
sen the war danger to Scandi- 
navian shipping. 


The first step in this was tho 


reported agreement by Germany 
not to attack 
Norwegian 
ships 


which do not sail 
in 
convoys 
(presumably to British ports) or 
which journey between 
neutral 
ports. 


(The 
Scandinavian nations gen- 
erally and Norway in particular 
have 
suffered 
heavy 
shipping 
losses through the war at sea.) 
It was regarded probable here 
that the same treatment would 
be accorded Swedish, Danish ana 
possibly all neutral shipping.

He attended the European peace 
conference with his close friend, 
the late Col. E. M. House of Tex- 
as, who was an adviser to the 
late President Woodrow Wilson. 
He went to Chile as American 


ambassador in 1933 and was re- 
tired four years ago because of 
ill health. 


Survivors include two sisters, 
Mrs. K'onrad Kelly of Mercedes, 
Texas, and Mrs. Frederick Gid- 
dlnga of Chattanooga; two broth- 
ers, Col. Granville Sevier of Nash- 
ville and O'Ncil Sevier of Balti- 
more and three nieces.

Garner, a candidate for the Dem- 
ocratic 
presidential 
nomination, 
has entered the April primaries 
In Illinois and Wisconsin and tho 
Oregon and California races in 
May. 


He approved a slate of California 
delegates pledged to him Satur- 
day night, telegraphing his Cali- 
fornia leaders that his candidacy 
"is In the hands of the people" 
for decision either at the Demo- 
cratic convention or at the No- 
vember election. 


Some of Garner's associates In- 
terpreted the statement as an in- 
direct suggestion that 
President 
Roosevelt, if he wants a third 
term, also should give the peoplo 


a chance to vote directly on his 
candidacy in the primaries. 


Even though the president has 
given no Indication as to whether 
he will run again, delegates pledg- 
ed to Mr. Roosevelt will be run- 
ning against the Garner ticket In 
most primaries 
where the vice 


president is entered. 


Immediate political Interest cen- 
tered on New Hampshire, where 
the 
first 
1940 
presidential pri- 
mary will be held tomorrow. 


The bulk of a slate pledged to 
Mr. Roosevelt was unopposed on 
the Democratic ticket. 
Most of the Republican candi- 
dates are unpledged but are ex- 
pected to support the 
"favorite 
son" candidacy of Senator Bridge* 
(R-NH). One candidate for a dis- 
trict delegate's post is pledged to 
Thomas E. Dewey, although the 
latter asked him to withdraw, 
Senate Democrats in touch with 
Postmaster General Farley report- 
ed, meanwhile, that he had little

Chamberlain told the house 
of 
commons today. 


Later a statement from his of- 


fice said that "the prime minister 
desires to make it clear that no 
appeal for further aid has yet been 
received from the Finnish govern- 
ment." 


Chamberlain refused to answer 
a question whether Brrtain was 
"proposing to send troops to Fin- 
land," and "if so, are they pre- 
paring to violate the neutrality of 
Norway and Sweden in doing so." 
Earlier Britain was disclosed to 


have refused to convey to Finland 
Russian "peace terms of an oner- 
ous nature." 


As to whether further British- 
French help for Finland—the al- 
lies already are sending material 
aid—would be tantamount to go- 
Ing to war against Russia, Cham- 
berlain said: 


"We have not arrived ' at that 
yet."

"I am afraid I have no informa- 


tion which is sufficiently reliable 
to give the house at the present 
moment." 


Britain was disclosed today to 


have refused to convey to Finland 
Soviet Russian "Peace terms of 
an onerous nature" and thereafter 
Sweden became the go-between.

By The Associated Press, 
Peace talk, puzzling in 


its contradictions, was war- 
ring Europe's main topic 
today but secrecy, censor- 
ship and rumors kept peace 
prospects an unknown quan- 
tity in the war equation.

ONE POINT STANDS OUT MOST 
IMPRESSIVELY IN PEACE TALK, 


FINLAND'S PLIGHT INCIDENTAL 


By DKWITT MACKENZIE 
One point stands out Impressive- 
ly If crudely among tho complica- 
tions of tho RusHo-Finnlsh peace 
move—that little Finland's plight Is 
largely Incidental In tho maneuver- 
ing of tho powers for position in 
the greater crisis of tho war be- 
tween Germany and the Anglo- 
French allies. 


That may seem like a cynical 


viewpoint, but wo can't get at the 
truth by Hide-stepping facts. 


Tho Finns are by no means maH- 
ters of their own futo. That is be- 
ing determined for thorn mainly by 
tho full of thn cards from tho. hands 
of Nazi Germany and tho Allies. 
Tho big follows are rushing for 
places of vantage In the major 
conflict — come suddon poaco or 
bloody fighting with tho advent of 
spring. 


Tho Russo-Flnnlsh situation IB of 
vast strategic Importance In the 
I'Juropean upheaval proper. Tho al- 
lies Bi'o widely credited with want- 
Ing this Baltic war continued; Hit- 
lor wantn it terminated. 


Finland U laced with p decision 


as to whether to proceed with the 
fight or accept territorial losues 
which at bost will bo hateful to 
her. However, they aren't likely to 
accept a conqueror's terms If tnerfl 
Is hnpn of allied aid at all, and 
possibly not under any circum- 
stance, 


Now lot's tako a quick glance at 


tho positions of the, other nations 
Immediately concerned; 


nussia—Tho Reds would llko to 
get the war over with for fear of 
Anglo-French 
Intervention. Ger- 
many also Is putting pressure on the 
liolshtwlata to end tho conflict. 
The Reds undoubtedly bit off a 
lot more than they expected to 
have to chow, 


Anglo-French allies—Thoy appear 
anxious for tho war to continue, 
They have sont some help to Fin- 
land. Tholr reasons for wanting 
continuance of the war are several; 
1. They wish to open up a new 


battla front in the Baltic area so 
thov can strike at Hitler from the 
north.

TEMPLE March 9.—(/P)—Texas 
farmers residing in 62 counties to- 
day were going to the polls to vote 
on the question of creating 22 state 
soil conservation districts, which 
if established would make It pos- 
sible for farmers to band them- 
selves together for a co-operative 
attack on the problem of soil ero- 
sion and related land use prob- 
lems. 


The referenda being conducted 
today are the first to be held un- 
der authority of the state soil con- 
servation districts law signed by 
Governor O'Danlcl In April, 1939. 


V. C. Marshall, 'administrative 
director for the state soil conserva- 
tion board, charged with the ad- 
ministration of the state law said 
that tho 22 proposed districts cov- 
er more than 22,675,00 acres of ag- 
ricultural land. 
To date Texas 


farmers have submitted petitions 
td tho state board requesting the 
information of 62 districts cover- 
ing 69,000,000 acres. 


If the vote in the referenda Is 
favorable the next step toward the 
actual establishment of districts 
will be tho appointment, by the' 
state board, of two farmers in 
each district to serve as members 
of the board of district supervisors 
and the election by landowners .of 
three additional farmers to com- 
plete the five-man board for each 
district. The supervisors then will 
apply to tho secretary of state for 
a charter which, when issued, will 
officially establish the district. 


The district supervisors then will 
be able to draw up plans for con- 
ducting an erosion control and soil 
and water conservation program in 
the district. Thoy may request as- 
sistance from any local, county, 
state or federal agency that has 
hilp to offer. 
It Is expected that 


tho districts will recolvo aid from 
such organizations as the Agricul- 
tural Extension service or Texas 
A. and M. College, the Soil Conser- 
vation Service and other state and 
federal groups,

FORMER GOVERNOR 


OF TEXAS, IS DEAD 


WAS ALSO MEMBER RAIL- 


ROAD COMMISSION AND 


STATE LEGISLATURE 


DALLAS, March 8.—</P>—Oscar 


Branch Colqultt, 78, governor of 
Texas from 1911 to 1915, died at 
1:15 a. m. In a hospital here to- 
day. 


He had been 111 ten days with 
influenza. 


Funeral services will be hold at 


4 p. m. tomorrow at his home, 
4950 Live Oak. 
The body will ho 
taken to Austin tomorrow night, 
with interment either in the fam- 
ily plot there, or In the state 
cemetery, ns members of his fam- 
ily decide later. 


Although he suffered a slight 
stroke several years ago, he was 
active up to the time of his last 
illness. Less than two weeks ago 
he returned from a business trip 
as a member of the railway divis- 
ion of the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation. 
He was recovering apparently, 
and talked cheerfully of returning 
to duty when members of hla fam- 
ily visited him at the hospital 
last night. They were called bacK 
to the hospital soon after mid- 
night, and while they were In his 
room, he struggled upright In bed 
and fell over dead. 


Long Public Service. 
' 


Governor 
Colquitt's 
death 
brought to a close a career ot 
public service that began soon af- 
ter the close of the reconstruction 
era that followed the war between 
tho states. 


As a native of Georgia, he was 


educated in the public schools oc 
Georgia and Texas. He organized 
the National 
Bank 
at 
Terrell, 
Texas, in 1888. 
In 1894 he waa 
elected a state senator. 
From 
1903 to 1911 he served as state 
railroad 
commissioner, resigning 
to make the race for governor. 
He was re-elected In 1913 and re- 
tired from public office at th« 
close of his second term as gov- 
ernor. 


He came to Texas with his par- 
ents in 1878, settling on a farm 
three miles west of Daingerfleld. 
A short time later, the family 
moved to Snow Hill, on the linn 
of Morris and Titus counties, and 
young Colquitt went to work at 
odd jobs in Daingerficld. 
Thesb 
included work as porter at the 
railway station, and in a 
furni- 
ture factory. 


Starts Newspaper Career. 


There also he started a long ca- 


reer as a newspaperman by going 
to wor kas a "printers' devil" un- 
der Frank Mitchell on the Morris 
County Banner. Later he went to 
Greenville 
when 
Mitchell 
took 


over the old Greenville Banner, 
then a weekly newspaper. 


On Feb. 13, 1884, Colquitt found- 
ed the Plttsburg (Camp Countyj 
Gazette. 
In 1886 he moved to 
Terrell, Kaufman county, where 
for many years he made his home, 
and established the Terrell Star. 
His last newspaper vonture was in 
3893, when he bought a one-third 
interest in the Fort Worth Ga- 
zette. 


Colquitt is survived by his wid- 


ow, the 
former 
Alice Murrell, 


whom he married at Plttsburg, 
Camp 
county. Texas, Feb. 13, 


1884; three sons, Rawlins M. Col- 
quitt, a state representative; Sid- 
ney B. Colquitt and Oscar B. Col- 
sultt, Jr., all of Dallas; a daugh- 
ter, Mrs. F. S. Laubauch of King- 
ston, Pa., and three brothers, John 
M. Colquitt and David T. Colquitt. 
both of Dallas, and Pierce Col- 
quitt of Corsicana. 


Rawlins M. Colquitt of Dallas, 


son of the one-time governor, has 
been a state representative from 
Dallas, Rockwall and Kaufman 
counties the past six years. 


Colquitt's death left the follow- 


ing living former chief executives 
of Texas: James E. Ferguson, Mrs,

COST SHEETS OF EUROPEAN WAR 
ARE CONVINCING AMERICANS IT 
WILL BE COSTLIEST CONFLICT 


By W. B. RAGSDALE 


WASHINGTON, March 11.—()P) 


—The cost sheets of Europe's war, 
forming a scenic backdrop 
for 
America's political drama, are con- 
vincing bankers and federal offi- 
cials that It will be the most ex- 
pensive conflict In history. 
Great Britain already is spending 
at the rate of $0,600,000,000 a year. 
That amounts to 40 cents of every 
dollar its citizens earn. On a po 
ulation basis, It would equal a 
000,000,000 annual budget for the 
United States, more than double 
that of any of the high spending 
depression years. 
Britons 'figure the cost will go 
up a third for the second year and 
will double by the third year If 
war goes on. The third year would 
reach a point which, if the budget 
were met out of pocket, would 
take 80 cents of every dollar earn- 
ed in Britain—If 
the 
earnings 
came up to those of 1939. 


The French costs are a little 
lower than those of Britain, but 
still are high enough to wrench 
the souls of thrifty French tax- 
payers. 
France is spending at 
the rate of $7,400,000,000 a year, 
which would be equivalent to $23,- 
000,000,000 for the United States. 
Compared to 
French 
earnings, 
however, the spending works out 
to more than 40 cents of every 
dollar the Frenchmen earn. 
German costs aro largely a mat- 
ter of conjecture. The best esti- 
mates at which experts can ar- 
rive, however, produce the round- 
ed conclusion that 60 cents of ev- 
ery dollar earned In •Germany is 
being spent by the state. Three- 
fourths of this is being raised by 
taxes, contributions 
and 
profits 


from state enterprises. 
Figures from Russia and Fin- 
land are hard to get. Nor is any 
over-all figure available for neu- 
tral spending.
